County Court. 

The County Court convened in 
special-session last Monday, and 
confirmed the sale of the court¬ 
house property at Huntersville,' to 
CoL JL £L Turk, of Staunton, for 
$825. This property consists- of j 
the old court-house, the old jail, 
the new jail, and comprises about 
2 acres of laud. It is about the 
cheapest real estate ever sold in 
Huntersvjile.. 


Shall th« Court-House be Re¬ 
moved? 

This is a question to be deter- 


a qu« 

mined bv thevoters of this county 
at the election next week. There 
should be no doubt as to the re¬ 
sult. 

M&riinton is nearer‘geographi¬ 
cally, as well as in point of popula¬ 
tion to the center of the county. 
The new court-house and jail at 
this place are nearing completion; 
already eleven thousand dollars 
have been paid to the contractor, 
for their construction, and the res¬ 
idue of the $28,932 has been pro¬ 
vided for by proper levy, by the 
County Court, and when the taxes 
aife paid this year, the new court¬ 
house and jail will have been paid 
for, and whether the court-house is 
removed to Huntersville or not, 
the court-house and jail at Marlin¬ 
ton must now be paid for in full; 
because there is a oomplete and 
binding contract between the 
Comity Court and the Manly Man¬ 
ufacturing Conipany, upon the va¬ 
lidity of which the Cirouit Court 
has already passed in the suit of J. 
H. Doyle and others against the 
County Court, in'dissolving the in¬ 
junction granted the plaintiffs. 
The old court-house and jail h*ve 
been sold, and the sale unanimous¬ 
ly confirmed by the County Court. 
What then could be gained by re¬ 
moving the oourt-house to Hun¬ 
tersville? ’ . 

The taxes are levied and must be 

E aid, and removing the court- 
ouse to Huntereville will not re¬ 
lieve the tax-pavers or stop the 
Sheriff from collecting the taxes. 
And if the court- louse is removed 
to Huntersville, what is the first 
thing to do to save paying taxes— 
is it not to buy back the lot upon 
which the old oourt-house stands, 
from the purchaser. I do not say 
buy the old court-house and jail 
because we have all experienced 
the conveniences and comforts of 
the old court-house sufficiently to 
never desire t6 go through them 
again; and as to the jail! its secu¬ 
rity was tested only a week or so 
ago, when Georgtf Gray walked out 

'"Why ifcns aboqclon all the mon¬ 
ey now invested, m the new build¬ 
ings at Marlinton, simply to bene¬ 
fit two or three individuals at Hun¬ 
tersville, at great inconvenience to 
a. great majority of the people of 
the county? 

The person who tells the voters 
of this county that the expense of 
erecting the new buildings at Mar¬ 
linton nas just commenced and 
that it will require several levies 
yet to complete them, is either a 
jabbering idiot or a willful aqujna-' 
licious falsifier, and uses this foul 
means to get votes for removal. 

Will ttte people of this county 
vote to abandon a $28,93$ court¬ 
house , and jail at Marlinton in or¬ 
der that they may have the privi¬ 
lege' of buying the lot ujjon which 
the old court-house and jail are lo¬ 
cated at Huntersville, at Hunters¬ 
ville prices for real-estate , and 
for the purpose of enriching cer¬ 
tain landed proprietors in and 
aronnd that town, at the costs and 
inconvenience of the tax-payere of 
this county. We think not. The 
people of Pocahontas ccfunty are 
too sensible and intelligent to vote 
against their own interests because 
a few interested individuals have 
howled about high taxes in their 
own beh alf. „ 

Horse Rilled. 

» Last Saturday evening about 8 
o'clock, Mr. Withrow McClintic, 
driving along the road just above 
Marlinton, on the river, met in a 
rather narrow place, a two horse 
team, driven by a boy from Harri¬ 
son county. The night was inten¬ 
sely dark, and in. passing, rather 
rapidly, the shaft of Mr. McClyi- 
tic’s cart, struck the near horse of 
the team, in the breast “just where 
you would stick a pig,” killing the 
horse instantly.

As a misunderstanding seems to 
exist in some sections of this coun¬ 
ty in regard to the expenditure of 
public money in the construction 
of the new Court-House at Marlin¬ 
ton, we deem it proper to make the 
following statement id relation 
thereto* 

At the July term of the County 
Court, 1894, J. C. Arbogast, the 
Sheriff of this county, made a set¬ 
tlement in relation to county funds, 
from which, it is shown that at that 
time, he had in his hands, due the 
county, $12,601.15. At the mae 
term of said court, a levy for an 
additional sum, to-wit $15,917.26, 
which Bum in connection with the 
$5000 to be paid by Col. J. T. Mc- 
GraW and othere, makes $33,518.41 
the gross sum already provided for 
building the Court-House and Jail 
complete aft the cantract price of 
$28,932. leaving a balance fo coun¬ 
ty expehce of $4,586.41 to be need 
in paying runnihg expenses. 

The entire nmoupt to complete 
the buildings is now levied, and 
the buildings are now Well advanc¬ 
ed in construction.
